The next clay she sprang a leak and 
filed rapidly and was soon on her 
beam ends. The crew huddled on the 
water .side lashing themselves to the 
bulwarks. That night a gieat wave 
troke both legs of Seaman Arthur. 
Next night he died and was dioppeJ 
overboard. All of them huddled on a 
piece of the alterhouse. Mate Chases 
mind gave way Sunday night and he 
ji'inped in the sea. Monday Captain 
Maxwell became violenntly insane and 
fcllowed his mate's example. 


Three Suicide. 


A third suicide followed, the engi- 


neer throwing himself into-the sea a 
few hours after Maxwell, 
A colored 


seamari died on Monday night and his 
body was cast into the sea. 


Relief came twelve hours later when 


the Schooner Stillman F. Kelly sight- 
ed the craft and hove to alongside.

As a result of a gasoline fire, Mrs. 


Mabel Smith lies at the point of death

Her burns are not -«:ep but are so ex- 
tensive that the probabilities of her 
recovery are meager. 


Mrs. S*niith was assisting Mrs. Boo- 


singer in cleaning a bedstead.

took the bedstead out in the yard, and, 
after she had poured gasoline on it, 
she set fire to it. The gasoline seemed 
to burn slowly so she thought to re- 
plenish it from a can that 
she was 


holding in her hand. The blaze shot 
back to the can in her hand and in 
some way Ignited her clothing.

became frightened and turned round 
and round. A neighbor woman, saw her 
predicament and ran to her and threw 
a bed tick around her and throwing 
her to the ground,

Ran Away. 


Mrs. Smith was so frightened that

Suffering from Shock. 


Mrs. Reavis had suffered so much 


from the nervous shock that she was 
unable to come to the jail Saturday to 
try to identify the man. Lester Shaf- 
fer, a boy who lives on East "Wood 
street, was walking home shortly be- 
fore the assault took place. 
He saw 


a man whom he thought was a negro 
under the big tree in the Beman place 
property. The man got up and walked 
toward the boy and followed him for 
a while, but Shaffer hurried and went 
on home. He says he was not near 
enough to the man to see his face but 
had some idea of 
his 
height 
and 


thought he wore a cap. 
The Shaffer 


boy looked at the negro in jail and 
was inclined to think that the prisoner 
was much taller than the man he saw. 


May Not Have Been Motive. 


It looked very much like robbery 


was not the motive as the handbag 
containing the $23.65 was found in the 
corn field. The man had taken it from 
Mrs. Reavis and then threw it away 
in the field when he was making his 
escape.

was made by a white man who is not 
just exactly right in his mind and who 
is known to have done such tricka be- 
fore.

Delegates. 


When delegates assemble in county 


convention the chairman of the coiji- 
mittee calls the convention to order 
and presides until a temporary chair- 
man is elected, and when the conven- 
tion has been, permanently organized 
the secretary, having ascertained the 
facts, will announce whether any can- 
didate has received a majority of all 
the votes cast, and if so the conven- 
tion must declare such person the nom- 
inee of the party for the office for 
which he was' voted. This is in case 


here the county commiUee decided in 


favor of a majority vote to nominate 
But in case it has been decided to nom- 
inate by plurality then the secretary 
of the convention will announce what 
,-sndidates received the 1'ighest number 
of votes at the primary election and 
the convention w-11 declare such per- 
sons the nominees of the party for the 
several offices. 
In the case of the majority vote rule, 


when it appears that no candidate for 
a given office has received a majority 
of all the votes, the delegates from 
ecch precinct are required to vote for 
the candidates who received the high- 
est number of votes in the precinct. 
The act in one section provides that 
delegates must so vote unless released 
from their instructions by a majority 
vote of the convention. 
Another sec- 


tion provides that the delegates in any 
ccnvention by a four-fifths vote of all 
of them may nominate a candidate who 
was not on the primary ballot. Dele- 
gates cannot be represented in a con- 
vention by proxy or alternates. 
The 


district delegation is given the power 
c vote absent delegates. 
Delegates to congressional, senatorial 
r.d state conventions are chosen by 


the county convention. Such delegates 
are required in any of these conven- 
,;ons to vote for the candidate who re- 
ceived the highest number of votes in 
their county at the primary election in 
such county. The credentials of the del- 
. gates are issue,! by the election judges 
who are also authorized to decide tie 
\otes on delegates. 


Conventions, 


The-act also fixes the time for hold- 


ng district and state conventions. The 
state convention cannot be held before 
May first nor later than May 15. The 
senatorial conventions must be held the 
next Wednesday after the county con- 
•vention was held. Congressional con- 


entions must be held the second Wed- 


nesday after the county conventions. 


Penalties. 


The penalties for fraudulent voting, 


misconduct or fiauds by the judges or 
clerks are severe, and justly so, and 


ne section directs that grand juries 
shall specially inquire into their con- 
di'ct of primary elections. 


Contests. 


Provision is maue for legally con- 


testing the result of any primary elec- 
tion by any person \\ ho feels that a 
cause exists for such contest. 


The act consists of 120 sections. The 


first sixty-four sections apply to coun- 
ties outside of Cook county; the re- 
p.ainder to primary elections in that 
county. I have only referred to that 
part of the law which applies outside 
of Cook county 


The act is detective in many import- 


ant particulars, due to its hasty pas- 
sage without proper 
scrutiny, and 


many complications will arise when 
an attempt is made to apply it. 


There is no good reason why the 


vote at a primary election should not 
be safeguarded with the same care as 
at a general election, and the next leg- 
islature should so amend the act that 
all voters will be required to enter the 
b< oths to prepare their oallots and the 
distribution of ballots outside the pol- 
ling place should be prohibited. 


The people want fair primaries and 


absolute fairness can only be had by 


secret ballot and a strict enforce- 


ment of that part of the act relating 
tc- penalties.
